Title 37, Code of Federal Regulations, §1.56, duty to disclose information material to patentability (in part) provides, in 
part, that each individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good 
faith in dealing with the Office, which includes a duty to disclose to the Office all information known to that individual to 
be material to patentability as defined in this section.
